LARGE  CENTS 

Quite  possibly  the  most  collectable  of  all  U.S. 
coins,  issued  from  1793  to  1857,  with  over  1000  die 
varieties.  Veteran  collectors  are  aware  that  these 
were  our  most  used  coins,  and  that  pieces  in  lower 
grades  will,  of  necessity,  show  the  signs  of  that  hard 
usage.  Additionally,  copper  smelting  was  in  its  in¬ 
fancy  here  those  early  years,  and  many  planchets 
are  not  as  smooth  as  coins  of  later  years.  We  have, 
wherever  considered  necessary,  delineated  these 
faults.
